|. Ms Bryden—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, recognizing that 
huge rent increases year after year are constituting a threat to the competi- 
tiveness and survival of retail business in commercial strips serving residen-

huge rent increases year after year are constituting a threat to the competi-

to such workers and that they be made eligible for severance pay and 
retraining and readjustment programs provided for other workers dis- 
placed by technological change in the same establishment. April 27, 1989.

PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


1. Ms Bryden—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, recognizing that 
huge rent increases year after year are constituting a threat to the competi- 
tiveness and survival of retail business in commercial strips serving residen- 
tial neighbourhoods, the Government of Ontario should introduce legisla- 
tion as soon as possible to regulate the rents for such business 
establishments in order to provide those businesses with protection from 
gouging landlords comparable to the protection given to tenants of residen- 
tial rental premises under the Residential Rent Regulation Act, 1986. 
April 27, 1989. 


2. Ms Bryden—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 
that part-time workers in both the public and private sector are discrimin- 
ated against by the denial of many benefits and rights provided to other

PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


Ms Bryden—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, recognizing that 


huge rent increases year after year are constituting a threat to the competi- 
tiveness and survival of retail business in commercial strips serving residen- 
tial neighbourhoods, the Government of Ontario should introduce legisla- 
tion as soon as possible to regulate the rents for such business 
establishments in order to provide those businesses with protection from 
gouging landlords comparable to the protection given to tenants of residen- 
tial rental premises under the Residential Rent Regulation Act, 1986.

that part-time workers in both the public and private sector are discrimin-

PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


Ms Bryden—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, recognizing that 


huge rent increases year after year are constituting a threat to the competi- 
tiveness and survival of retail business in commercial strips serving residen- 
tial neighbourhoods, the Government of Ontario should introduce legisla- 
tion as soon as possible to regulate the rents for such business 
establishments in order to provide those businesses with protection from 
gouging landlords comparable to the protection given to tenants of residen- 
tial rental premises under the Residential Rent Regulation Act, 1986. 
April 27, 1989. 


Ms Bryden—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 


that part-time workers in both the public and private sector are discrimin- 
ated against by the denial of many benefits and rights provided to other 
workers in the same establishment, a charter of rights for part-time workers 
should be added to both the Employment Standards Act and the Labour 
Relations Act to provide pro rata benefits and collective bargaining rights 
to such workers and that they be made eligible for severance pay and 
retraining and readjustment programs provided for other workers dis- 
placed by technological change in the same establishment. April 27, 1989. 


Mr Brandt—Motion of Censure—That this House has lost confidence in the 


Minister of the Environment’s capacity to exercise his responsibilities as a

Basins provided shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and 
cold running water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) hand towels. 90 1.a). 
Where WHMIS-class products are present on the jobsite, washing facilities 
meeting the requirements of the applicable material safety data sheets shall 
be provided. b). If showers (with the exception of safety showers) are 
required, they shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and cold running 
water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) paper towels or individual hand towels.

Therefore, this House:

2) calls on the Premier of Ontario to appoint a public enquiry into his 
government’s failure to insure that the public was fully informed with 
regard to the importation, sale, and use of toxic fuel and the govern- 
ment’s mismanagement of this issue resulting in potential health and 
safety risks to the citizens of Ontario.

Mr Cousens—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, recognizing 


that all sittings of the District and Provincial Courts within the Judicial 
District of York Region take place in Newmarket; and that considerable 
time, expense and inconvenience is incurred by residents of the Town of 
Markham and South York Region since numerous matters are heard in 
Provincial Offences Court on an ongoing basis; the Attorney General 
should take immediate steps to have a regular sitting of the Provincial 
Offences Court and the Provincial Court (Criminal Division) at a location 
in the Town of Markham. October 16, 1989. 


Mr Runciman—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, a Canadian- 


style Triple ‘““E” Federal Senate (elected, regionally equal and effective) 
should be created and in the event that such a Senate is not implemented 
by Constitutional Agreement, the Government of Ontario should hold 
elections, in conjunction with the 1991 Municipal Elections, to choose peo- 
ple to fill present and future Ontario vacancies in the Senate.

The toilet facilities provided shall be equipped as follows: a) 
within easy access of work sites, b) built so that the occupant is shielded 
from view, and protected from weather and falling objects. c) provided 
with natural or artifical lighting. d) provided with sufficient toilet paper and 
disinfectant. e) kept in a clean and sanitary condition. f) supplied with toi- 
let seats and covers. g) heated to a minimum of 18 degrees C. h) suitably 
ventilated. 6. Basins provided shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and 
cold running water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) hand towels. 90 1.a). 
Where WHMIS-class products are present on the jobsite, washing facilities 
meeting the requirements of the applicable material safety data sheets shall 
be provided. b). If showers (with the exception of safety showers) are 
required, they shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and cold running 
water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) paper towels or individual hand towels. 
March 21, 1990.

PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


1. Ms Bryden—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, recognizing that 
huge rent increases year after year are constituting a threat to the competi- 
tiveness and survival of retail business in commercial strips serving residen- 
tial neighbourhoods, the Government of Ontario should introduce legisla- 
tion as soon as possible to regulate the rents for such business 
establishments in order to provide those businesses with protection from 
gouging landlords comparable to the protection given to tenants of residen- 
tial rental premises under the Residential Rent Regulation Act, 1986. 
April 27, 1989. 


2. Ms Bryden—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 
that part-time workers in both the public and private sector are discrimin- 
ated against by the denial of many benefits and rights provided to other 
workers in the same establishment, a charter of rights for part-time workers 
should be added to both the Employment Standards Act and the Labour 
Relations Act to provide pro rata benefits and collective bargaining rights 
to such workers and that they be made eligible for severance pay and 
retraining and readjustment programs provided for other workers dis- 
placed by technological change in the same establishment. April 27, 1989. 


8. Mr Brandt—Motion of Censure—That this House has lost confidence in the 
Minister of the Environment’s capacity to exercise his responsibilities as a 
Minister of the Crown, specifically his duty under the Environmental Pro-

On high-rise 
projects, the necessary facilities shall be made available on every fourth 
floor. 5. The toilet facilities provided shall be equipped as follows: a) 
within easy access of work sites, b) built so that the occupant is shielded 
from view, and protected from weather and falling objects. c) provided 
with natural or artifical lighting. d) provided with sufficient toilet paper and 
disinfectant. e) kept in a clean and sanitary condition. f) supplied with toi- 
let seats and covers. g) heated to a minimum of 18 degrees C. h) suitably 
ventilated. 6. Basins provided shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and 
cold running water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) hand towels. 90 1.a). 
Where WHMIS-class products are present on the jobsite, washing facilities 
meeting the requirements of the applicable material safety data sheets shall 
be provided. b). If showers (with the exception of safety showers) are 
required, they shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and cold running 
water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) paper towels or individual hand towels. 
March 21, 1990. 


43. Ms Oddie Munro—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recogniz- 
ing that the current practice of the construction industry regarding the pro- 
vision of sanitary and toilet facilities for construction workers is outdated, 
the Ministry of Labour should make appropriate amendments to Regula- 
tion 691 of R.R.O. 1980 under the Occupational Health and Safety Act to

Ms Bryden—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, recognizing that 


huge rent increases year after year are constituting a threat to the competi-

PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


Ms Bryden—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, recognizing that 


huge rent increases year after year are constituting a threat to the competi- 
tiveness and survival of retail business in commercial strips serving residen- 
tial neighbourhoods, the Government of Ontario should introduce legisla- 
tion as soon as possible to regulate the rents for such business 
establishments in order to provide those businesses with protection from 
gouging landlords comparable to the protection given to tenants of residen- 
tial rental premises under the Residential Rent Regulation Act, 1986. 
April 27, 1989. 


Ms Bryden—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 


that part-time workers in both the public and private sector are discrimin- 
ated against by the denial of many benefits and rights provided to other 
workers in the same establishment, a charter of rights for part-time workers 
should be added to both the Employment Standards Act and the Labour 
Relations Act to provide pro rata benefits and collective bargaining rights 
to such workers and that they be made eligible for severance pay and 
retraining and readjustment programs provided for other workers dis- 
placed by technological change in the same establishment.

PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


Ms Bryden—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House, recognizing that 


huge rent increases year after year are constituting a threat to the competi- 
tiveness and survival of retail business in commercial strips serving residen- 
tial neighbourhoods, the Government of Ontario should introduce legisla- 
tion as soon as possible to regulate the rents for such business 
establishments in order to provide those businesses with protection from 
gouging landlords comparable to the protection given to tenants of residen- 
tial rental premises under the Residential Rent Regulation Act, 1986. 
April 27, 1989. 


Ms Bryden—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recognizing 


that part-time workers in both the public and private sector are discrimin- 
ated against by the denial of many benefits and rights provided to other 
workers in the same establishment, a charter of rights for part-time workers 
should be added to both the Employment Standards Act and the Labour 
Relations Act to provide pro rata benefits and collective bargaining rights 
to such workers and that they be made eligible for severance pay and 
retraining and readjustment programs provided for other workers dis- 
placed by technological change in the same establishment. April 27, 1989. 


Mr Brandt—Motion of Censure—That this House has lost confidence in the 


Minister of the Environment’s capacity to exercise his responsibilities as a 
Minister of the Crown, specifically his duty under the Environmental Pro-

90 Leah 
Where WHMIS-class products are present on the jobsite, washing facilities 
meeting the requirements of the applicable material safety data sheets shall 
be provided. b). If showers (with the exception of safety showers) are 
required, they shall have as a minimum standard a) hot and cold running 
water. b) soap or hand cleaner. c) paper towels or individual hand towels. 
March 21, 1990. 


43. Ms Oddie Munro—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, recogniz- 
ing that the current practice of the construction industry regarding the pro-
